Washington.—The Marquis di San 
Giuliano, the Italian minister of war, 
forwarded to the Italian embassy re- 
cently a message from General Caneva 
relating to battles of November 6 and 
7, in which the Italian general de- 
clared that there was “indisputable 
‘vidence of violation of the treaties of 
war’ on the part of the Arabs.

At Crystal City alone there are 
three such elevators taking up track- 
age for no apparent reason than 
provide a standing asset in the bal- 
ance sheets of the commission. Were 
these three elevators opened, the situ- 
ation at Crystal City would be immed- 
iately relieved. Why the elevators 
should be closed up at the busiest sea- 
son of the year, or, in some cdses, 
even superannuated permanently, was 
not explained by Mr. McCuaig. His 
official knowledge in this respect did 
not extend beyond Carroll an Rivers, 
where he stated the elevators had been 
closed for lack of business. As no 
statistics regarding this year’s busi- 
ness were available at the offices of 
the commission, this is not surprising. 
The chairman, however, pointed out 
that the pressure on the clerical. staff, 
due to the great increase of business, 
had precluded their compilation for 
some time. m ; 

With regard to the ‘detailed business 
of the receiving// elevators, Mr. Me- 
Cuaig stated that, although many ap- 
plications ha@ been. received for the 
appointment @f } buyers, the com- 
mission had een able to accomp- 
lish much inthis direction, capable 
buyers not being easy to obtain. He 
affirmed, however). herever the 
commisgion could a} ‘a buyer it 
had done so. : 

With reference to the:complaints of 
shortages, many of which had been re- 
ceived during the 1910 season, the 
chairman of the commission admitted 
that there had been a slight increase 
in the number, but he attributed this 
to the great increase in business. The 
installation of the new binning facili- 
ties had done something towards les- 
sening this leak and reducing its con- 
sequent loss to the commission.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON VIII.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR NOV. 19, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, Ez. viii, 21-32. 
Memory Veres, 2!-23—Golden Text, 
Ez. viii, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M Stearns. 


In our two previous lessons in the 
book of Ezra we saw nearly 50,000 re? 
turning to Jerusalem by permission of 
Oyrus, the king, under the leadership 
of Zerubbabel and Joshua, and we saw 
the temple finished by the encouraging 
words of Hagar and Zachariah. Now 
We see Hara, a priest in the direct line 
from Aaron and also a scribe of the 
law of God (vii, 5, 12), returning with 
the permission and good will of Artak- 
erxes, king of Persia, and with him 
over 1,700 of the people. The decree of 
the king made nothing compulsory in 
the matter of returning, but gave full 
permission to all who were minded of 
their own free will to go up with Ezra 
(vii, 13). Ft is thought that the story 
of the book of Esther fits in between 
Bz. vi and vii and the statement in 
Est. i, 7, 8, that there was royal 
wine in abundance (or wine of the 
kingdom—miargin), according to the 
state of the king, but that every one 
did aecording to his own pleasure in 
the matter of drinking gives an idea 


of perfect. freedom. Note the abun- 
dant bestowment and freedom of ac- 
tion granted to Ezra by the king, 


“Whatsoever shall scem good to thee, 


* * * that do after the will of your 
}God. And whatsever more shall be 
needed * * * bestow it out of the 


king’s treasure house” (Iz. vii, 18, 20, 
23). The object of all this bounty was 
the house of God which was at Jerusa- 
lem (lz. vii, 15, 16, 17, 19, 23, 27). The 
jman of God was Ezra, who had_ pre- 
pared his heart to seek the law of the 
Lord and to do it and to teach it and 
in whose hand was the wisdom of 
God (Bz. vii, 10, 25). The great cause 
back of all others was ‘the good hand 
of the Lord God upon him’ (Ez. vii, 
6, 9, 28; viii, 18, 22, 31), by which the 
king granted him all his request, by 
which also he was made strong, by 
which the right men were brought to 
him, and, as we shall see in this les- 
son, by whieh he was brought safely to 
Jerusalem without an armed escort. 
Compare the hand of the Lord upon 
the prophet Ezekiel in Ezek. .1, 3;. iii, 
14, 22; viii, 1; viii, 1; xxxiii, 22; 
XXXViii, 22; xxvii, 1; xi, 1, just seven 
times. If we are willing to be made 
strong only for Himself, that people 
may know His as the doer of all that 
is done in and through us, we may ex- 
pect His hand upon us for the sake of 
the man of His right hand (Ps. lxxx, 
17; cix, 27). Because Ezra had said to 
the king, ‘‘The hand of our God is 
upon all them for good that seek 
Him,” he was ashamed to ask for a 
band of soldiers and horsemen to pro- 
tect them against the enemy, so they 
fasted and prayed and afflicted thém- 
selves before God, and He was en- 
treated of them (Ez. viii, 21-23). When 
Nehemiah went to Jerusalem he ac- 
cepted am escort of captains of the 
army and horsemen, and it is writ- 
jten that the hand of God was upon 
him also (Neh. ii, 8, 9). Elijah was as 
| truly cared for by God in the home of 
the desolate woman at Sarepta, where 
she ministered to him, as when cared 
for by the ministry of birds at Cher- 
ith. With a mind stayed upon Jehov- 
ah and a whole heart for Him, there 
is always perfect freedom to do as oc- . 
casion serve, in reliance upon him (1 
Sam. x, 7). The silver ‘and the gold 
and the vessels, worth over two and a 
half million dollars, were placed under 
the care of twelve priests, with ten 
men to assist them, with instructions 
to watch and keep and deliver safely 
to. the chiefs at Jerusalem in the 
chambers of the house of the Lord 
(verses 24-30).

PROFESSOR GOLDWIN SMITH 
The Greatest Living Master of Style 


In “The Grange,” a delightful, plain, brick house, half-concealed by the 
net-work of vines that cover it, with a wide sweep of lawn and grounds filled 
with old trees—a whole city block in the heart of Toronto, hedged in by 
high walls—lives Canada’s venerable author, Goldwin Smith. 

This greatest living master of style In the English language, as he has 
been calle?, has had a busy life in his eighty-one years, yet his own words 
prove it haz been a serene and peaceful one.. “According to the Psalmist,” 
hesays, ‘if by reason of strength our years be fourscore, yet {s their strength 
labor and sorrow,’ but I must say that while I have found mine full of the 
first, they have been free from the second,” 

Born in Reading, England, he was educated at Eton and Oxford, gradu- 
ating in 1845; two years later was elected a Fellow of University College, 
where he acted as tutor for some time, and though called to the bar, he never 
practiced. He was prominent in the two commissions appointed to examine 
into the condition of Oxford University which led to a number of salutary 
reforms. In 1858 he was made Regius Professor of Modern History at Ox- 
ford, a post he held for eight years. During the Civil War in the United 
States he was a valiant champion of the Northern cause, and on his lecture 
tour in that country in 1864 he met everywhere enthnsiastic and flattering 
receptions*and received the degree of LL.D. from Brown University. 

In November, 1868, having resigned his chair at Oxford, he again visited 
the United States and accepted the professorship of history at the newly- 
founded Cornell University at Ithaca, N. Y., where he lived for three years. 
On his retirement he went to Canada, being still Professor Emeritus of Cor 
nell, wherg he was extremely popular with the students, who affectionately 
referred to him ss “Goldie.” 

In Canada he soon found recognition and served In a number of post- 
tions that gave him onportunity to render invaluable service to the cause 
of education and letters, and on all questions of vital political interest his 
voice. and his nen were ever ready. A tone list of books on history, reli- 
rion, national nolitics, philocobhy and] liography he has to his credit, yet a

Rocky Mountain 
Reserve 


Forestry upon the Eastern slope 
of the Rocky Mountains was cnly 
begun by the setting aside of 13- 
000,000 acres as a permanent public 
forest. In order that this area may 
be protected from fire may be made 
accessible to lumbermen, settlers, 
ranchers and all others who wish 
to use it add in order that it may 
be so developed that every acre be 
continually producing valuable 
timber it is necessary that a great 
deal of improvment work be under- 
taken, This work, both the con- 
struction of roads, trails, fire guards 
and telephoue lives and the handl. 
ing of timber sales will be conduc 
-ted by the Dominion Forestry 
Branch. 

In order that the work carried 
cut by the Forestry Branch on the 
Eastern slope of the Rockies msy 
not be of an experimental value but 
may conform with the best exper- 
ience of the foresters of the conti- 
nent the Director of forestry is 
sending one of the officers of the 
Forestry Branch, together with Mr 
Alberta Helmer, Chief Forest 
Ranger in charge of work on the 
Rocky Mountains, to inspect and 
study the work conducted during 
the past few years on the National 
Forests in Montana.
